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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
references of record fail to teach the additional limitations of the swell of the first liner member 
for reinforcing at least one region of a forehead region and of a thickness larger than that of a 
portion of the first liner member which excludes the swell and the hollow of the second liner 
member having a thickness smaller than that of a portion of the second liner member which 
excludes the hollow, the. swell fitted in the hollow.
